The Importance of soap In the raids 


of yeggnien from the time the crime 
is committed to toe day the prisoner 
escapes from jail has been demon- 
strated in a single case in Wisconsin. 
Soap not only made the robbery of a 
post office safe j>ossible, but it was the 
principal factor in the escape of the 
leader of the band after be was arrest- 
ed for the robbery. 


The discovery of this use of soap 


was made by E. E. Fraser, of 
La 


Crosse, a post office inspector of the 
Chicago district 


The safe in the post office at Stod- 


dard, Wis., was blown open and thres 
crooks were arrested for the crime. 
They were held in the La Crosse coun- 
ty jail pending trial in the United 
States court. Two of the trio escaped. 


An investigation was made of the 


circumstances in connection with the 
robbery, it was found that the safe 
had been 
blown open with nitro- 


glycerin. 
The explosive had been 


poured into the safe lock through a 
funnel made by carving out a cake of 
common laundry soap.

Some believe it was taken by the oyster 
when the fish was much smaller than 
now,

for it to occupy. One man advances the 
theory that the oyster admitted a fish 
ogg into its shell and that it hatched 
and produced the present fish.

ventions have become stupendous, be-

QUEER PUZZLE IN NUMBERS 


One Combination That Can-Be Mul- 


tiplied with But Little 


Trouble. 


Persons who like to puzzle their nod- 


dles over queer combinations of figures 
will find many things to interest them 
in the number 142,S57, says the Brook- 
lyn Eagle. If you multiply it by 2 or 3 
or by 4 or by 5 or by 6 each answer will 
contain the same digits merely trans- 
posed. To multiply it by 2 simply trans- 
poses the first two figures to the last two 
places, thus: 2S5,?i4, while to multiply 
it by 3 you transpose only the first figui o 
to the hist place, thus, 428,571. To mul- 
tiply it by 4 you transpose the last two 
figures to the first two places, thus, 
571,428, while to multiply it by 5 you 
transpose only the last figure to tho 
first place, thus, 714,285. To multiply it 
by G you merely "shift the cut," that is 
to say, you transpose the two pets of 
triplets, placing the first three figures in 
the last three places, thus, 857,] 42. If 
you multiply it by 7 you get something 
entirely new, the answer containing 
not one of the figures in the original 
number. Indeed, it will contain only 
one digit. Try it and see how near to 
1,000,000 you can make it come. 


If you wish to pursue the exercise you 


can multiply the original 142,857 by S 
merely by deducting 1 from the final 
7 and 'placing it before the initial 1, 
the result being 1,142,856. And if you 
don't mind a little farfetching you can 
multiply it by 9 by nipping the 4 out of

Georgia! Do worthy, but poor white 
citizens of Georgia wish to share the 
fate of their South Carolina brethren 
and. lose the ballot for their pover- 
ty? Do industrious, but illiterate 
Georgians desire to be -deprived of 
their votes under 
the 
educational 


qualification 
of 
disfranchieement? 


For that is the unavoidable conse- 
quence of the disfranchisement pro- 
posed for Georgia, unless the honest 
but poor and uneducated white vot- 
ers of Georgia will connive at fraud, 
perjury and deceit to get their bal- 
lots in the box. 


"Are these citizens, who imbibed 


truth with their mother's milk and 
a reverence for honesty and la.w in 
their attendance upon the churches of 
God, 'willing to exchange their pres- 
ent honest voting privileges for oth- 
ers that must be won by fraud and 
self perjury?"

consider involves * sudden and de- 
moralizing assault upon a school sys- 
tem and proceedure which has come 
to its present form through a long 
and well considered process of devel- 
opment 


We desire then to point out that 


Lhe work we have done is not of our 
choosing. We are legally advised thai 
interference with our school system 
is made imperative by the refusal of 
the City Council to appropriate the 
amount needed for our 
work. 
We 


have carefully read the report the fi- 
nance committee made to this board 
at the January meeting and we re- 
affirm the conclusion reached in that 
report and stated in 
the 
following 


words: 


"The result of our investigation is 


that we are obliged to recommend to 
you that you request the city coun- 
cils to appropriate a sum for the sup- 
port of our schools for the year 1906 
which, with the literary fund, 
dog 


tax. and tuitions received from out 
of town pupils, .will amount to $54,000. 
If we estimate the amounts to be re- 
ceived from the above sources as $5,- 
000, there must be appropriated $49,- 
000." 


The appropriation asked for was 


cut at the rate of five thousand dol- 
lars, and the responsibility for the 
result must rest upon the City Coun- 
cil, for while they appear 
to have 


power, after retrenching in a depart- 
ment, to vote additional sums to be 
spent by themselves for the same de- 
partment, it remains that the board 
of instruction hae no 
such 
power, 


and is compelled to live .within the 
appropriation 
determined upon by 


men not responsible for the depart- 
ment's efficiency. 


Your committee has undertaken its 


task 'with entire seriousness, with a 
strong sense of the importance of the 
interests involved, and 
with minds 


and hearts keenly sensitive for those 
those upon whom the 
retrenchment 


in school expenditures will bear heav- 
ily. Your committee has advised with 
those 'N'hose counsel it was natural 
to seek, and the members have en- 
deavored to consider the situation in 
its many, and often conflicting, as 
pects. 


First: We recommend that 
the 


kindergarten course be reduced from 
two years to one year, that the age 
of admission be raised to five years, 
and that one teacher be retained In 
each school. This means the doing 
away with one half of our teaching 
force in this department, and results 
in a saving of fifteen hundred 
and 


fifty dollars. 


Second: 
We recommend that the 


teaching of drawing, 
by 
a 
special 


teacher, be dispensed with for 
the 


present, at the same time we desire 
to state most emphatically our be- 
lief in the practical and cultural val- 
ue of dra^dng In the schools, and to 
advise the recmployment of such a 
competent supervisor as -w-e have had. 
as soon as the citizens of the city 
are willing to afford It. The dropping 
of this work in the schools will re- 
sult in a saving of eight hundred dol 
lars. 


Third: We recommend 
that 
the 


teaching of penmanship, by a special 
teacher, be given up, until more mon- 
ey is available for school uses. Tbe 
dropping of this department will re- 
sult in the saving of one 
thousand 


dollars. 


Fourth: We recommend that 
the 


three grades recently transferred > 
the High school building, and 
evi 


dently to remain there 
because of 


lack of room in the other building^) 
be gathered it 
possible 
into 
two 


rooms. This plan Involves 
the 
ac 


cepting of ^hat is a fact, and the in 
corporation of this grade into the or- 
ganized life of the school, as fast as 
may be possible, including the use of 
specia.l teacr^rs as that feature ma> 
be naturally arranged in the future 
If this plan can be carried out it will 
reduce the teaching force 
in 
the 


High school building by one teachei 
and the saving in money may be es 
tlmated at four hundred dollars. 


Fifth: We recommend 
that 
the 


salary for the High school principal 
ship be fourteen hundred dollars We 
do this, while recognizing that the 
duties and dignities of the posltloi 
make the present salary 
none too 


large, because It seems impossible to 
save by dispensing with any teaehe 
there, and in this time of stress w( 
feel that this department of the odu 
catlonal system must stand n. part o 
the reduction. The reducton of thl 
salary would result in a saving o 
four hundred dollars. 


Sivth; Wf recommend 
that 
om 


thousand dollars be paid to a mai 
competent to run the boilers at 1h< 
High school building, and that thl 
man bo responsible for All the Jan' 
tor work at that building, this ma 
to employ at his own expense, sue 
regular or occasional help ** ho ma 
flnrt necessary. This plan would rt 
duce the cost of the Janitor work o 


the High school four hundred and tor 
ty dollars. 


Further under this head we recoi* 


mend that the three janitors now paid 
for full time, be paid for teu months 
jnjy. the monthly salary of each jan 
itor being raised five dollars 
per 


month, and that these janitors do 
the annual cleaning of their school- 
houses. 


Further we recommend that those 


janitors who are now paid for par- 
tial time and for twelve months. b< 
paid their monthly salary 
for 
ten 


months only, and that the cleaning 
of their school houses be paid for ex- 
tra as may be arranged for by the 
superintendent. This plan »H! effect 
a saving of approximately two hun- 
dred and fiity dollars making a total 
estimated saving in janitors' salar- 
ies of six hundred and ninety dollars. 


Seventh: We have conferred with 


the chairman of the committee on 
school houses 
who 
.nil) 
cooperate 


with us by continued careful expen- 
diture on repairs, and agreeing with 
his suggestion we recommend that 
this year the whitewashing annually 
given the schoolhouses, be omitted. 
This -wJll result in a saving of two 
hundred dollars.

Food fried in olive oil has a delic- 
ious crlspneM. and not only lacks the 
quality of making the food indiges- 
tible but adds much to the food value 
of all articles fried in it. The best 
grade of olive oil is not greasy. Over- 
ripe olives make greasy oil, and it is 
a fault that is generally found with 
the medium grade*. If there is even 
the slightest hint of a musty odor 
about olive oil It means that it was 
niade from olives that were allowed 
to remain after picking until they he- 
came moldy and fermented. 


The better grades of the oil are 


Tsade by machinery, much of it be- 
ing made right in the olive groves, 
where the olives are picked and 
crushed on the same day. The ma- 
chinery is kept scrupulously clean, 
and it is this attention to small mat- 
ters that makes the difference in the 
grades of oil. Even though the best 
oil is considerably more esepnsive, it 
is well worth the difference in ths 
price, and the cheaper grades should 
nevar be considered In providing for 
ono's table.
